The first four volumes of the CaliBRLUGH aNCLIENT HISTORY are 
priced at 35s. in England. In this country they are priced at $9.50, 
and as a library you would be entitled to a discount of twanty percent. 
From this, you will be able to figure out the advantage, if any, of dir- 
-ect importation. Of course, we do not like to encourage direct importa- 
tion, and feel that libraries and educational institutions generally 
should support publishers in their effort to carry in this country im- 
portant English books of limited sale. There is, as you can readily see, 
a limited circulation for many English publications, and yet it is dis- 
tinctly to the advantage of the public that these books be represented 
here. Otherwise, there will be long delays in securing copies of them 
when they are needed in a hurry. Yet, because of the cost of importing, 
and the long tie-up of money in English stock, prices of English books 
are somewhat higher than they are in England just as in England prices of 
American books are higher than they are here. 

Volume V has not as yet been published. We expect to have it 
within the next few weeks.
